the city there is no telling where to 
isolate children. 
Parents must know 
that the boy or girl next door may be 
infected.

NTIL PERIL PASSES 


Baker Says Soldiers Cannot 
Be Eecalled from th# 
Border Now. ^ 


Washington, Aug. 22.—Belief of thf 
administration that the national guard 
on the border still 'is serving the definite 
purpose o'f preventing bandit raids was 
evident today in answers sent by Sec- 
retary Baker to persons who had writ- 
ten suggesting that the troops be re- 
called- 


The secretary referred to hardships 
caused guardsmen and their families by 
the enforced stay at the border as a 
regrettable but 
necessary 
accompani- 
ment of the service. 
He explained also 
that the training would bp invaluable in 
fitting the men to act as a second line 
in wartime. 


Secretary Baker's letter praised the 
spirit and efficiency of the men and 
promised that they should be returned 
"so s'oon as a restored state of order 
on the border justifies it." 


In general the complainants alleged 
that border service was ontailing loss 
financially 
on militiamen and hardship 
on their families. 


By its presence on the border, the 
secretary wrote to one, the guard is 
•''winning bloodless victories daily." H^i 
declared that Americans resident along 
the international line were enjoying a 
peace and security they could not know 
without the military forces to protect 
them. 


Hardship Looked For. 


The 
department 
appreciates, 
Mr. 
Baker said in another letter, the fact 
that a call for military service upor. 
militia organizations must 
"inevitably 
present cases of hardsffip." He added: 


"The emergency, however, which re- 
quired this call for the militia was one 
of a grave character, affecting the safe- 
ty and lives of citizens of the United 
State.s—men, women and children." 


Referring to the elaborate and 
ex 
tensive 
training the militiamen werf- 
receiving under superWsion of regular 
army officers, the secretary 
exprtssetl 
the opinion that it would fit them to 
act in time of war or other emergency 
as a supporting arm, or second line, for 
the regular amiy, furnishing an asset ti^ 
national preparedness 
that 
could not 
ha%*e been obtained otherwise. 


"Clearly so soon as a restored state 
cf order on the border justifies it these 
troops will be returaed to their homes, 
lie AXTote. 
"In the meantime it is not 
possible for the department to say hov/ 
soon such a situation will arise, al- 
though the Mexican situation is one of 
increasing hopefulness. 


"I am filled with admiration for the 
spirit with -^vhich the militia has met 
this call and with which they are per- 
forming an important 
and 
necessary 
service to their country." 


To another correspondent the secre- 
tary explained that the national guard 
was maintained for just such exigencies 
as that which now exists on the border, 
and that it had cost the government 
many millions to prepare and keep it 
ready for such emergencies.

G'riggs, who has reached Kodiak after a 
careful study of the volcano in the in- 
terests of the American Geographical so- 
ciety. 
"This crater," he said, "is mile.^ 
across and extends down thousands of 
feet to a blue-green lake, simmering and 
sputtering at the bottom." 


Mr. Griggs was accompanied on the 
expedition by Lucius G. Folsom, princi- 
pal of the Kodiak schools, and Donovan 
Church, a student at the Ohio State uni- 
versity. 
This is the first close examin- 
ation by scientists that has been made 
of the volcano'since the great eruption 
in June, 1912, when the top of the moun- 
tain was blown off and Kodiak island, 
across Shelikoff strait, was covered witli 
a foot of volcanic ash. 


"Other crateis in the group have been 
reported as the main crater of Kalmai," 
said Mr. Griggs, "but these do not com- 
pare with the real thing. 
The natives'

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Heed the Health Board^s Request 


The development of one or two additional cases of infantile paral- 
ysis in Fort Wayne during-the past few days makes tremendously 
important a prompt and complete compliance with the directions of 
•the city health board, to the end that there may not be a spread of the 
plague. There is no occasion for panic, but prudence and good judg- 
ment dictate the taking of every possible precautionary measure. 


Briefly, the city health department advises that children be kept 
at home and not be permitted to mingle with crowds or to attend Sun- 
day schools, theatres, churches or other public gatherings where any 
considerable number of people assemble. 
Frequent bathing in cold 
water, a careful supervision of diet and close watchfulness, with the 
prompt summoning of the family physician in event of suspicious 
symptoms, will do much in safeguarding your children and will be a 
tremendous aid to the health department in controlling the situation. 


The prompt identification of the disease and the rigid quarantine 
measures adopted give reason to hope that thVe v/ill be no serious 
spread of the disease here, and the vigilance of the health department 
will be continually exerted so long as the element of danger is present 
It is up to every citizen to aid in the work by prompt and cheerful 
CDmpliance with the recommendations of the physicians. Be calm— 
.but be careful, also. 


Replying to numerous inquiries, Secretary of War Baker has 
issued a statement to the effect that the national guard troops will 
be kept on duty at the Mexican border until all danger of peril from 
that point is passed. 
Manifestly the decision is a wise one, despite 
the hardships it is inflicting upon many of the militiamen and their 
faimilies. It is true border conditions are much more pacific than 
when the troops were sent southward, but it is undoubtedly by reason 
of the fact that the soldiers are there, and, as the secretary points out, 
the men are winning "bloodless victories" daily in the maintenance of 
order and the prevention of bandit invasion. The situation is unfor- 
tunate and it is burdensome, but any withdrawal of the troops before 
absolute and definite peace is assm-ed could scarcely'- have any other 
outcome than a recall to take up the work again within a short time.

Three-tenths of the population can go 
to a few places mthout losing their way 
but cannot tell another wayfarer the 
route to take to get there.

Three months ago the Baseball Maga- 
xine approached the problem of the great- 
est players in a somewhat novel manner. 
The best records of players were brought 
forth and offered in competition much in 
the manner of a college field meet. For 
InBtance, the player who had the greatest 
batting average was accounted five points' 
credit, the player vho had the second 
"best batting average three points and the 
player 
who 
had the best average one 
point, just as in a track event. 
In this 
way. by comparing a certain number of 
records in batting, base stealing and run 
scoring, and adding up the points won by 
the^nctors, it speedily appeared that some 
half dozen players greatly outshadowed 
the rest of the field, while Ty Cobb was 
easily supreme, 
just as 
most 
people 
thought he would be. 


A pitcher's greatness is determined by 
a number of factors. 
In the first place, 
the amount of work he is able to perform 
Is a notable feature in his effectiveness. 


Another indication of a pitcher's great- 
ness is the percentage of games he is able 
to win for his club. 


A third is the nimiber of games he has 
won during a season. 


And then there is the question of con- 
troL 
More than any other one thing, 
control spells success in pitching. 


These factors and a few others which 
might be mentioned may be said to de- 
termine a pitcher's comparative ability 
beyond question. 


Following the system in vogue in col- 
lege meets, as we explained, and aUowing 
first pla^e honors to carry 
five 
points' 
credit, second 
place 
three and 
third 
place one, we find that the situation suras 
up as follows: 


Christy Mathewson has two first place 
records, three second place and one third. 
The Giant star totals an even 20 points. 


Grover 
Alexander is 
tied for 
second 
place once, is third twice and is tied for 
third once, yielding a total of four points. 


Joe 
Wood Is 
first 
once, netting five 
points, 


"Walter Johnson is first twice, second 
twice, tied for second once and third 
twice. 
The great Washington star gets

^ a c t i y like Mathewson's, namely, 19%. 


Ed Walsh also gets a place in seven out 
of a possible eight events.

• In our grand field meet cgmparison of 
baseball stars Ty Cobb swept the boards 
by a wide margin. 
The Georgian had no 
close second. 
The pitching situation was 
not a parallel case. We candidly confeas 
that before we began our reckoning we 
expected Alexander to loom higher in 
the list and we didn't know that Ed 
Walsh had been quite such a power as he 
appears. 
We did expect Mathewson and 
Walter Johnson to be close rivals and 
they are.

and uniform excellence of his work he 
was clearly unrivaled and even in the un- 
expected Item of control we find his name 
pushing strongly to the fore, though the 
Bpltbiall which he employed most elEect- 
Iv«ly !« in its very !nature difficult to con- 
trol.

earning 
enough money and whether rates are 
too low, the nation must know, it is 
admitted/ what the railroads are actu- 
ally worth. 


This information would assist great- 
ly in determining 
the justice of the 
four 
brotherhoods' 
present 
demand 
for an eight-hour day and extra pay 
for overtime. 


Will the American people ever have 
this information? 


Yes—in 1920! 
That is the latest estimate of Judge 
C. A. Frouty, director of valuation, in- 
terstate commerce commission, who is 
bossing the job of 
finding 
out how- 
much, in dollars and cents, the coun- 
try's 257,000 miles 
of railroads 
are 
worth. 


The commission has been at 
work 
since March 1, 1913, the date the La 
Follette act was signed. 
Within sixty 
days after signature of that act field 
parties were actually at work collect- 
ing valuation data. 
Now there 
are 
more than 1,000 men in the five dis- 
tricts into which the country has been 
divided. 


Twelve field parties are at work in 
each district. 
Highly paid engineers— 
men skilled 
in 
electrical, structural, 
telephone and telegraph and mechani- 
cal branches of the business—are su- 
pervising the work. 


These men must actually count, or 
accurately estimate, every element of 
value in the roads, even down to ties 
and spikes. 
It is e^'en estimated what 
(he old ties, old cars, and old spikes 
will bring as junk, when they are worn 
out! 
Practically every penpoint 
and 
sheet of paper is being counted 
and 
estimated. 


The La Follette law directs the com- 
mission to niakp three kinds of valua- 
tion—original cost 
of the 
roads 
to 
date, present cost of production, and 
cost of reproduction Ipss depreciation. 
Thus the valuation experts must delve 
into such questions ns the v.ages paid 
to the common laborer back in 1865, 
in estimating what it cost to build a 
certain roadbed at that time. 


The valuation division will be ready 
to issue this fall its report on six rail- 
roads—Tpxa.s Midland:

Southern; San Pedro, Los Angeles &

MOUNIAIN UUREIROO 


Government is Making Sale 
to Many American Man- 
ufacturers. 


Washington, Aug. 22.—A sale of 
a 
large quantity of mountain laurel roots 
from one of the national forests in t ie 
southern Appalachian.s is reported by of- 
ficials in charge, who say thc t the rocits 
will be used to make pipes. 


The mountain laurel root i.s similar in 
appearance to the French briar, whicD 
the majority of pipe smokers are said to 
prefer. 
The French briar is the root of 
the white heath or "bruyei'e." 
These 
roots are gathered in large quantities, 
and after being cleaned and sawed into 
blanks they are placed in hot water and 
simmered for twelve hours or more. This 
process gives them the rich hue for which 
the best pipes are noted. 
It is said that 
in 1915 the value of the blanks shipped 
' to this country was almost $300,000, and 
in addition a large number of finished 
pipes were imported. 


On account of the present scarcity and 
high price of French briar, a number of 
pipe manufacturers in this country have 
been on the lookout for substitutes, and 
the forest products laboratory has 
con- 
ducted 
experiments 
to 
determine 
the 
availability of other woods. 
It is r.! 
ported that the mountain 
laurel 
root 
bums out more readily than briar, but 
forest service experts are trying to find 
a method of hardening the wood, and 
have succeeded to an appreciable 
ex- 
tent. 
They have also found that a num- 
ber of the various kinds of 
chaparral 
which are abundant 
in the west givee 
promise of yielding material which will 
be the equal of French 
briar in every 
way. 


Other woods now widely used for pipe 
making are apple wood, red guui, ebony 
and birch, together with small amounts 
of 
olive 
wood, 
rosewood 
and 
osage 
orange. 


Considerable amounts of 
the 
laurel 
roots are being used, and oniciats expect 
to make further sales. 
The lands pur- 
chased by the government in the south- 
ern Appalachians are reported to con- 
tain unlimited quantities of Idurel, which 
is widely known for the delicate beauty 
of its flowers. In places it forms exten- 
sive thickets, which are almost impene- 
trable. 
Visitors to the mountains bbjt 
that in the spring 
these 
thickets, or 
"pink beds" as they are called by the 
mountaineers, are indescribaiJly beauti- 
ful and form one of the main attractiona 
of the region. 


The sales of laurel root will not be 
made at places frequented by tourist», or 
where the removal of the laurel will de- 
tract from the beauty of the landscapet

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Heed the Health Board's Request 


The development of one or two additional cases of infantile paral- 


ysis in Fort Wayne during the past few days makes tremendously 
important a prompt and complete compliance with the directions of 
the city health board, to the end that there may not be a spread of the 
plague. There is no occasion for panic, but prudence and good judg- 
ment dictate the taking of every possible precautionary measure. 


Brieflly, the city health department advises that children he kept 


at home and not be permitted to mingle with crowds or to attend Sun- 
day schools, theatres, churches or other public gatherings where any 
considerable number of people assemble. Frequent bathing in cold 
water, a careful supervision of diet and close watchfulness, with the 
prompt summoning of the family physician in event of suspicious 
Symptoms, will do much in safeguarding your children and will be a 
tremendous aid to the health department in controlling the situation. 


. The prompt identification of the disease and the rigid quarantine 


. measures adopted give reason to hope that thore will be no serious 
spread of the disease here, and the vigilance of the health department 
will be continually exerted so long as the element of danger is present. 
It is up to every citizen to aid in the work by prompt and cheerful 
compliance with the recommendations of the. physicians. Be calm- 
but be careful, also.

presence on the third day of his convelescenco 
sncouraged Fisk to live. 


The rarity of a successful operation on the 


heart can bo judged by the fact that medical 
science carefully records every instance In 
which a human being survived—and the num- 
ber of Instances arc few. 
Similar cases of 


heart wounds where the patients have lived 
for several days, or have recovered completely, 
are reported by Dr. John B. Murphy of Chi- 
cago. In his monograph on this s'ubject; Dr. 
A. P. C. Ashuret. professor of surgery In^the- 
University of Pennsylvania; Dr. James ti. 
Mumford. professor of surgery in Harvard 
University; Dr. Albert Carles?, professor ot 
surgery In King's College Hospital, London, 
England: Dr. K. A. Wltthaus of Cornell Uni- 
versity. Dr. Walter G. Spencer of the Royal 
College of Surgeons of England. 


But In a huge majority of the instances re- 


ported tho patients suffering from wounds In 
the heart survived only a few days the opera- 
tions designed to cure them. 


Fisk hung between life and death for days. 


Then, gradually, his strong constitution began 
to assert Itself and the tide turned in his 
favor. Two days before Christmas, seventeen 


days after he shot himself, he was sufficiently 
recovered to sit up in his bed at the Osteo- 
pathlc Hospital and make presents for fellow- 
inmates of the hospital. 


On December 28. or twenty-six days after 


he had Indicted on himself a wound that would 
in 939 cases out of 1000 have been certain and

That a man should shoot himself through tho
